This item shown in the attachment and 
concerns the only 24/7 airborne chemical and radiological emergency platform operating within 
the United States today. This asset was moved to the U.S. EPA during the 9/11 emergency by the 
Bush Administration. At that time, EPA was the only Federal organization with the legal 
authority to conduct these types of emergency response missions. However, this legal issues has 
now changed and the asset was never returned to the originating agency and continued operating 
within the U.S. EPA since 2001. We would like to discuss the issue of how to maintain this 
critical national capability while still providing the EPA needed immediate access to the 
platform. Our goal is to reduce costs to the EPA while still providing the country this single 
critical national emergency response capability.

Directions: If you come by Metro, the Federal Triangle metro stop is directly below the 
building entrances. You would leave the metro station and go up all three sets of escalators from 
the train otherwise two escalators then do a small U-Tura to the left heading toward 12 th street, 
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the South Lobby entrance is directly and immediately to your right (Glass Doors -EPA Signified 
on Glass). 


EPA address is 1200 Pennsylvania Avenue, NW. If you are coming by taxi/vehicle, you want to 
be dropped off on 12th NW, which is between Pennsylvania and Constitution Avenue. It is 
almost exactly half way between the two avenues on with Federal Triangle Metro sign and 
Tramp Hotel Towers side entrance can be used as a landmark. From 12th Street, facing the 
building with the EPA and American flags, walk toward the building (under the flags) and take 
the glass door on your left hand side with the escalators going down to the metro on your left. 
This again will be the South Lobby of the William Jefferson Clinton building. 


Once inside the building, security will prompt you to scan all items such as bags, coats etc., and 
then let the guards know that you were instructed to call Michelle Hale at 564-1430 to escort you 
to the meeting with the Administrator. Security will make temporary cards for everyone. Allow 
for 10-15 minutes to get through the process.

As we are getting close to August, wanted to check the Administrator’s schedule. Also, the 
following is an email from my counterpart in Tennessee. Can you make sure the Administrator 
sees it?

PS - this is from Susan Ritter, the EO for the Tennessee Home Builders Association - 

I have to tell you what happened yesterday. 

We have appealed Tennessees adoption of our new post construction stormwater permit. Last 
year we successfully passed legislation that does not allow our state to pass stormwater 
regulations that are more stringent than that of the EPAs. We believe this permit is more 
stringent in a number of areas. 


So during this appeal process, there are depositions. Coincidently, the Enviros have appealed 
saying just the opposite, that Tennessees new permit is less stringent than our previous permit 
and therefore guilty of backsliding. Right. So during depositions yesterday, the executive 
director for the clean water network proceeded to openly 

bust on Trump for his selection of Pruitt as head of the EPA. We were all quite speechless. She 
also spent a good amount of time busting on developers who do not care one bit about clean 
water, while waving her hand in my direction every time. It was quite amazing and amusing. 
Almost made it somewhat tolerable after having spent 8 hours deposing just two witnesses.

We are writing to request a meeting with you and your colleagues to discuss a number 
of EPA regulations and permit requirements that we have identified as adversely 
affecting our member’s manufacturing operations. On March 31, AF&PA filed comments 
in response to the Department of Commerce’s Request for Information pursuant to the 
President’s January 24 directive, and our comments discuss problems and proposed 
solutions related to 77 distinct rules and permit issues impeding U.S. manufacturing.

Materials/Specifications, Labels and Standards

I am writing on behalf of the Brick Industry Association (BIA) to request a meeting with Administrator 
Pruitt. BIA is a national trade association representing clay brick manufacturers, distributorships, and 
their suppliers. Two-thirds of all the brick shipped in North American is manufactured by BIA members. 

In addition, many BIA member companies are family-owned small businesses. 

Many of BIA’s members are subject to a recently-promulgated National Emissions Standard for 
Hazardous Air Pollutants for Brick Manufacturing (i.e., the “Brick MACT”). BIA has a pending challenge to 
this rule in the DC Circuit. BIA does not want to discuss the litigation with the Administrator. BIA does 
hope to discuss with the Administrator the enormous impact that the rule is having on the industry and 
some of BIA’s ideas as to how the rule could be improved and the burden lessened.

On March 31, AF&PA filed comments 
in response to the Department of Commerce’s Request for Information pursuant to the 
President’s January 24 directive, and our comments discuss problems and proposed 
solutions related to 77 distinct rules and permit issues impeding U.S. manufacturing. 
Most of the comments focus on EPA issues. 


AF&PA President and CEO Donna Flarman has requested a meeting with Administrator 
Pruitt on behalf of several of our CEOs on May 4 th , and we believe that meeting with you 
and other key EPA staff in advance of that meeting would enable the Administrator to be 
well-briefed and ensure the meeting is as productive as possible. As the issues we 
would like to discuss span a number of EPA offices, we have copied several of your 
colleagues on this message. We will facilitate your busy schedule, but the dates of April 
18-21 look good for us. 


Top priority issues we would like to discuss include: 
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1. Carbon Neutrality of Biomass 

2. Air Permit Gridlock 

3. Human Health Water Quality Criteria 

4. EPA Procurement Guidelines for Paper and Paper Products Containing Recovered 
Materials/Specifications, Labels and Standards 


AF&PA represents U.S. manufacturers of pulp, paper, packaging, tissue and wood 
products. Our industry employs 900,000 hard working men and women, and our mills 
often are located in small, rural communities that need good-paying jobs. The U.S.

On behalf of the Trout Unlimited’s 160.000 members, 1 am writing to request a meeting with you to discuss several 
issues of mutual importance to Trout Unlimited and EPA. 

We believe that EPA’s most important job is to lead the Nation to improve the quality of the Nation’s water, working 
well with state, local and conservation groups in partnership to do so. I am sure you agree that there remains a lot of 
work to do to clean up the Nation’s waterways. 

1 U s mission is to conserve, protect and restore America's trout and salmon fisheries and their watersheds. Founded 
in 1959, I'U has long supported the Clean Water Act as the backbone of the Nation’s water quality efforts. Our local 
chapters and state councils have used the Clean Water Act to protect and restore their local home waters. As TU has 
evolved, we have added professional staff who have worked with EPA resources, such as its Section 319 nonpoint 
source funds, and its Small Watershed program funds. Using modest EPA funds, we have leveraged additional funds 
to restore streams and rivers across the U.S., from brook trout streams in the upper Potomac in West Virginia to 
cutthroat streams in the upper Colorado River in Colorado. In short we have enjoyed a long and successful partnership 
with EPA. 

We would like to continue that partnership and take advantage of opportunities provided by the Trump Administration 
and Congress, such as cleaning streams and rivers polluted by abandoned coal and hardrock mine waste, and upgrading 
the Nation’s water infrastructure. However, these efforts are threatened by the Trump Administration’s proposed 
budget cuts and the initiative to repeal and replace the Clean Water Rule.

Thank you very much for this information. 


The EPA’s Scheduling Office also forwarded your recent note from May 17 suggesting to 
reschedule the event. 
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In any case, to continue considering the Administrator’s attendance at the May 24 event or any 
similar event in the future (one hosted at the ballpark), the information you provided prompts 
these follow up questions: 


1) How many people do you anticipate to be in attendance? Your note below suggests a 
minimum of 20 (only counting Club-affiliated staff and kids). But with donors, your law firm, 
and Club officers (management and board trustees), and any other “honorable” guests, it seems 
that the minimum I noted above is a bit of an underestimate. Of those in attendance, how many 
donors do you expect to be present? Also, I expect that donors come from a broad range of 
companies from the DC area (rather than a targeted industry, etc.), correct? If you have invited 
and confirmed any other “honorable” guests, please let me know that information as well. 


2) If you have a program listing of donors and the run of show, that would be helpful to review. 
A copy of the donor letter would be great, too. 


3) I really do need to have a dollar figure of the cost/person. From my initial email below, to 
determine this cost, “If there is no ticketing for the event, would you please provide a cost 
estimate/person of the expenses your firm incurred to sponsor the event? Please follow the 
guid e l ine s in this advisory from the Office of Government Ethics (see first full paragraph on 
page 3).” We need this figure for gift reporting purposes. 


Also, based on your note attached to your May 17 email, should EPA be able to confirm the 
Administrator for this event or any similar event in the future, the host of the event would have 
to follow our parameters on how it could communicate/advertise the Administrator’s presence at 
the event. 


Again, I apologize for the nosiness of these questions. This event implicates the gifts and 
fundraising rules of government ethics regulations which is why it’s a bit complicated - hence 
the questions.

Looping in the CEO of the Boys & Girls Clubs, Gabrielle Webster. Gabrielle is new this week, 
and she is fabulous! 


Baker Hostetler is donating the suite and all food to the Boys & Girls Clubs, and the invitation is 
solely from the former CEO, Jim Almond, and the organization. The clubs have chosen to use 
the suite in this manner without influence from any lobbying interests, BakerHostetler, or any of 
the event donors. Generally the Boys and Girls Clubs have used the suite in the past for Board 
retreats, but given a precarious financial situation, the clubs determined a fundraising event 
would be a better use of the suite this year. 


The Boys & Girls Clubs of Greater Washington is raising funds by reaching out to potential 
sponsors to donate between $5,000 to $10,000 to the clubs. At the moment we are attempting to 
recruit donors and we will be happy to provide a copy of the donor letter if that would be helpful. 
There will be a program listing the key donors and the run of show. 
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We are also having 6-8 kids from the Clubs in attendance (it's a school night, so that's why we 
have a range). Gabrielle will also attend, along with board members of the organization and 1-2 
staff members from the clubs. We plan to have an opportunity for the kids to speak with Mr. 
Pruitt and have their photo taken with him. 


The Administrator is not required to give a speech, but we hope he will. Generally when we 
conduct these types of fundraising events, the CEO thanks all of the donors for coming and 
explains about the missions of the clubs and the role they play in keep kids in DC safe.

If there is no ticketing for the event, would you please provide a cost estimate/person of the 
expenses your firm incurred to sponsor the event? Please follow the guidelines in this 
advisoiy from the Office of Government Ethics (see first full paragraph on page 3). 


I need confirmation that you are authorized by the Boys & Girls Club to extend this 
invitation upon its behalf and that the invitation is indeed from the host of the event. The 
invitation attachment appears that way; however, because you are a federally registered 
lobbyist (the law firm) and the President’s Ethics Pledge prohibits political appointees from 
receiving gifts from lobbyists, I need to be sure that the host of the organization is actually 
issuing the invitation, not the underwriter of the event.

Legislation to spur commercial deployment of carbon 
capture and storage (CCS) technology is being 
championed by Rep. Mike Conaway (R-TX) and Sen. 
Heidi Heitkamp (D-ND). The legislation will make the 
existing federal CCS incentive (the “Section 45Q” tax 
credit) permanent while increasing its value. The bills 
provide incentives needed for industry to invest in CCS. 

Urge your Representative and Senators to cosponsor 
the CCS technology tax credit bill sponsored by Rep. 
Conaway and Sen. Heitkamp. 


Federal land management policies make it difficult for 
co-ops to maintain rights-of-way on or near federal 
property. Reforms are necessary to help co-ops manage 
vegetation to ensure reliability. 

Legislation introduced by Rep. Doug LaMalfa (R-CA) 
and Rep. Kurt Schrader (D-OR) streamlines the rights-of- 
way review process and reduces the risk of liability. 

Ask your Representative to cosponsor the Electricity 
Reliability and Forest Protection Act. 


Support Endangered Species Act Reform 

Electric cooperatives are increasingly impacted by 
decisions to list species as threatened or endangered. 
Once a species is listed, ESA compliance impacts the 
ability of co-ops to site and maintain power lines. We 
support efforts to make the ESA more efficient, 
effective, and less costly. 

Congress should modernize the ESA to require greater 
transparency and reduce incentives for abuse of the law. 

Several Congressional leaders are developing legislation 
to reform the ESA, and we expect bills to be introduced 
this spring or summer.

Thank you very much for this information. 


The EPA’s Scheduling Office also forwarded your recent note from May 17 suggesting to 
reschedule the event. 


In any case, to continue considering the Administrator’s attendance at the May 24 event or any 
similar event in the future (one hosted at the ballpark), the information you provided prompts 
these follow up questions: 


1) How many people do you anticipate to be in attendance? Your note below suggests a 
minimum of 20 (only counting Club-affiliated staff and kids). But with donors, your law firm, 
and Club officers (management and board trustees), and any other “honorable” guests, it seems 
that the minimum I noted above is a bit of an underestimate. Of those in attendance, how many 
donors do you expect to be present? Also, I expect that donors come from a broad range of 
companies from the DC area (rather than a targeted industry, etc.), correct? If you have invited 
and confirmed any other “honorable” guests, please let me know that information as well. 


2) If you have a program listing of donors and the ran of show, that would be helpful to 
review. A copy of the donor letter would be great, too. 


3) I really do need to have a dollar figure of the cost/person. From my initial email below, to 
determine this cost, “If there is no ticketing for the event, would you please provide a cost 
estimate/person of the expenses your firm incurred to sponsor the event? Please follow the 
guidelines in this advisory from the Office of Government Ethics (see first full paragraph on 
page 3).” We need this figure for gift reporting purposes. 
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Also, based on your note attached to your May 17 email, should EPA be able to confirm the 
Administrator for this event or any similar event in the future, the host of the event would have 
to follow our parameters on how it could communicate/advertise the Administrator’s presence at 
the event. 


Again, I apologize for the nosiness of these questions. This event implicates the gifts and 
fundraising rules of government ethics regulations which is why it’s a bit complicated - hence 
the questions.

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Looping in the CEO of the Boys & Girls Clubs, Gabrielle Webster. Gabrielle is new this week, 
and she is fabulous! 


Baker Hostetler is donating the suite and all food to the Boys & Girls Clubs, and the invitation is 
solely from the former CEO, Jim Almond, and the organization. The clubs have chosen to use 
the suite in this manner without influence from any lobbying interests, BakerHostetler, or any of 
the event donors. Generally the Boys and Girls Clubs have used the suite in the past for Board 
retreats, but given a precarious financial situation, the clubs determined a fundraising event 
would be a better use of the suite this year. 


The Boys & Girls Clubs of Greater Washington is raising funds by reaching out to potential 
sponsors to donate between $5,000 to $10,000 to the clubs. At the moment we are attempting to 
recruit donors and we will be happy to provide a copy of the donor letter if that would be helpful. 
There will be a program listing the key donors and the run of show. 


We are also having 6-8 kids from the Clubs in attendance (it's a school night, so that's why we 
have a range). Gabrielle will also attend, along with board members of the organization and 1-2 
staff members from the clubs. We plan to have an opportunity for the kids to speak with Mr. 
Pruitt and have their photo taken with him. 


The Administrator is not required to give a speech, but we hope he will. Generally when we 
conduct these types of fundraising events, the CEO thanks all of the donors for coming and 
explains about the missions of the clubs and the role they play in keep kids in DC safe.

Does the host expect them to have 
any active or visible role in the promotion, production, or presentation of the event such as 
standing in a reception line, speaking (e.g., mc’ing)? 


If there is no ticketing for the event, would you please provide a cost estimate/person of the 
expenses your firm incurred to sponsor the event? Please follow the guidelines in this 
advisory from the Office of Government Ethics (see first full paragraph on page 3). 


I need confirmation that you are authorized by the Boys & Girls Club to extend this 
invitation upon its behalf and that the invitation is indeed from the host of the event. The 
invitation attachment appears that way; however, because you are a federally registered 
lobbyist (the law firm) and the President’s Ethics Pledge prohibits political appointees from 
receiving gifts from lobbyists, I need to be sure that the host of the organization is actually

Foundries are the mainstay of national defense. All sectors of the U.S. military are 
reliant on metal castings for jet fighters, ships, tanks, trucks, weapon systems and 
other vital operations. In fact, the U.S. Department of Defense has established 
formal programs to convert fabricated components to single-piece castings, 
improving our military’s ability to cost-effectively produce such equipment in the 
least amount of time. 


Metalcasting is one of the most energy-intensive industries in the U.S. 

Approximately 55% of its energy costs are consumed in melting. Mold making, core 
making, heat treatment, and post-cast operations also use significant energy. As 
such, the sector has been particularly hard hit by the regulatory overreach from 
EPA over the last eight years. 


The American Foundry Society (AFS) is the major trade and technical association 
for the North American metalcasting industry. The association has more than 8,000 
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members representing over 2,000 metalcasting firms, their suppliers and 
customers. We will have about 150 owners, CEOs and executives in Washington 
for the Fly-In over those two days. Energy and enthusiasm among the attendees 
will be very high with the new Administration in place in Washington.
